In Tahrir Square 
here in Cairo, tens of thou¬ 
sands of flag-waving peo¬ 
ple cheered the military 
takeover, as helicopters 
flew low over the crowd 
and families posed for 
photographs with soldiers 
next to their armored ve¬ 
hicles. Many in the crowd 
held up posters of Egypt’s 
defense minister, Gen. 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi, who 
ousted Morsi on July 3 and 
had called Wednesday 
for demonstrations that 
he said would give him a 
“mandate” to fight terror¬ 
ism.

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Pope shows off spiritual side presiding over solemn rite

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Pope Francis presided over 
one of the most solemn rites 
of the Catholic Church on 
Friday, a procession re-en¬ 
acting Christ’s crucifixion in 
the improbable location of 
Rio's hedonistic Copaca- 
bana beach, as he head¬ 
ed into the home stretch of 
his first international trip for 
World Youth Day. 

The evening procession 
highlighted Francis’ deep 
spiritual side a day after he 
showed off his rebel streak 
by calling on young Cath¬ 
olics to shake things up in 
their parishes and make a 
“mess" by going out to the 
streets to spread their faith. 
Francis took a long drive 
in his open car along 
Rio's oceanfront to reach 
the stage, kissing babies 
brought to him and wav¬ 
ing to the shrieking crowds 
held behind fences and 
soldiers in camouflage. 
He then watched on in 
prayer as young people 
began the procession, 
which recounts the final 
hours of Christ's life as he 
is condemned to death 
and crucified. The proces¬ 
sion is one of the mainstay 
events of World Youth Day, 
designed to remind young 
Catholics about the root of 
their faith that Christ died 
to forgive their sins. Fran¬ 
cis drove home that mes¬ 
sage at the start of Friday, 
hearing confessions of five 
young pilgrims in a Rio park. 
“It was just five minutes, it 
followed the regular ritual 
of confession, but then 
Francis stayed and talked 
with us,” said one of the 
five, Estefani Lescano, 21, 
a student from La Guaira, 
Venezuela. “It was all very 
personal. He told us that 
young people have the re¬ 
sponsibility of keeping the 
church alive and spread¬ 
ing the word of Christ.” 
Later, he met privately with 
a few juvenile detainees, a 
priority of his ever since his 
days as archbishop of Bue¬ 
nos Aires and an expres¬ 
sion of his belief that the 
church must reach out to 
the most marginalized and 
forgotten of society. 

Even now as pope, he calls 
a group of youths in a Bue¬ 


nos Aires detention center 
every two weeks just to 
keep in touch, and one of 
his most memorable ges¬ 
tures as pope was his Holy 
Thursday Mass at a juvenile 
detention center in Rome 
where he washed the feet 
of young offenders. 

On Friday, the young of¬ 
fenders presented Francis 
with a large homemade 
rosary made out of Styro¬ 
foam balls, each one bear¬ 
ing the names of the eight

PARIS (AP) — Former Inter¬

US to transfer 2 
Gitmo detainees 
to ally Algeria

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Obama administration is 
planning to transfer two 
Guantanamo Bay de¬ 
tainees to Algeria, the first 
movement of terrorist sus¬ 
pects from the prison since 
the president announced 
a renewed push to close 
the contentious military-run 
facility in Cuba. 

The White House said Friday 
it was starting the transfers 
as part of President Barack 
Obama’s goal to close the 
prison, a campaign prom¬ 
ise that has eluded him 
since he took office. The 
move signaled a new push 
to reduce the population 
of 166 detainees at the 
prison, where dozens are 
on a hunger strike to draw 
attention to their indefinite 
detention. 

The White House said the 
two detainees will not be 
identified until after the 
transfer, which can’t come 
until after a 30-day waiting 
period. 

An administration official 
said the detainees were 
chosen because Algeria 
is a close U.S. ally that has 
successfully managed de¬ 
tainees in the past — none 
of the previous 12 to be 
released have returned 
to terrorist activities, un¬ 
like some returned to oth¬ 
er countries. The official, 
speaking on a condition 
of anonymity without au¬ 
thorization to publicly dis¬ 
cuss the process, said it 
has been in the works since 
several months before 
Obama announced his in¬ 
tention this spring to push 
anew for closure. 

Pentagon Press Secretary 
George Little said Defense 
Secretary Chuck Hagel 
signed off on the transfer 
based on the recommen¬ 
dation of an interagency 
team after a months-long 
review. As part of the cer¬ 
tification process that has 
been required by Congress 
for more than two years, 
Guantanamo detainees 
can be transferred if the 
defense secretary certifies 
that the individual is not at 
risk to engage in terrorist 
activities. □

Holder’s letter followed 
news reports that Snowden, 
who leaked details of top 
secret U.S. surveillance 
programs, has filed papers 
seeking temporary asylum 
in Russia on grounds that 
if he were returned to the 
United States he would be 
tortured and would face 
the death penalty. 
Snowden has been 
charged with three offens¬ 
es in the U.S., including es¬ 
pionage, and could face 
up to 30 years in prison if 
convicted. 

The attorney general’s let¬ 
ter was sent to Alexander 
Vladimirovich Konovalov, 
the Russian minister of jus¬ 
tice. 

Holder’s letter is part of a 
campaign by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to get Snowden 
back.

The Cleveland man ac¬ 
cused of holding three 
women captive in his 
home for a decade en¬ 
tered a guilty plea Friday 
in order to avoid the death 
penalty. 

The man, Ariel Castro, 
53, pleaded guilty to 937 
counts, including rape 
and kidnapping, in a plea 
agreement with prosecu¬ 
tors. Under the deal, he 
would spend life in prison 
without parole and receive 
1,000 additional years. 

“I will plead guilty because 
of the plea deal,” Castro 
said in court. 

In a hearing Friday, Judge 
Michael J. Russo of the 
Cuyahoga County Com¬ 
mon Pleas Court reviewed 
the charges and asked 


Castro whether he under¬ 
stood. 

The hearing, which lasted 
over an hour, was the first 
time the public had heard 
from Castro at length since 
he was arrested in May. 
Castro, who wore an or¬ 
ange jumpsuit and glasses 
and had a thick beard, 
often went beyond the 
judge’s questions, bringing 
up his “sexual problems” 
and saying that he missed 
his daughter. 

As the judge listed each 
count in the long indict¬ 
ment and Castro pleaded 
guilty to each charge, Cas¬ 
tro stopped to say, “I would 
like to state that I miss my 
daughter very much.” 
Castro has a 6-year-old 
daughter with Amanda 
Berry, one of the kidnap¬ 
ping victims. Earlier this 


month, he asked the judge 
for permission to see the 
girl, but the judge denied 


his request. 

During the hearing, Castro 
said that when he was ar¬ 
rested, he agreed to work 
with the authorities and 


“tell them everything.” 

Fie also told the judge 
that he had been sexually 
abused as a child. 

At one point, he said, “My 
addiction to pornography 
and my sexual problem 
has really taken a toll on 
my mind." 

The judge is expected to 
accept the plea deal at 
a sentencing hearing on 
Aug. 1. Castro and his law¬ 
yers will have the opportu¬ 
nity to speak on his behalf 
at the hearing.As part of 
the agreement, Castro 
would forfeit his home and 
his savings. Prosecutors 
said Castro’s home would 
be demolished soon. 

The case captured nation¬ 
al attention in May when 
the women were rescued, 
along with Berry's daugh¬ 
ter, after neighbors heard 
cries for help from the 
home. □ 


Lincoln Memorial vandalized

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Lincoln Memorial was tem¬ 
porarily closed Friday after 
someone splattered green 
paint on the statue of the 
16th president in Washing¬ 
ton D.C. 

The National Park Service 
said it would reopen by 
evening. 

The apparent vandalism 
was discovered around 
1:30 a.m. Friday on the 
statue, the pedestal and 
the floor, U.S. Park Police 
said. No words, letters or 
symbols were visible in the 
paint. 

The marble Lincoln statute 
had green paint on its shin, 
coattail, chair and base, 
as well as paint on the floor 
of the memorial building. 
Capt. Steven Booker said 
the paint spill “appears in¬ 
tentional based off of the 
splatter.” Police were re¬ 
viewing security camera 
footage to try to identify 
possible suspects, he said. 
No suspects had been 
identified by Friday after¬ 
noon. Police officials said 
they would not release the 
security footage because 
the investigation is ongo¬ 
ing. 

The memorial chamber 
was closed all day to al¬ 


low a National Park Service 
crew to finish cleaning up 
the paint. Workers spent 
hours using pressurized hos¬ 
es and a chemical paint 
remover to try to wash 
away the paint. 

National Park Service 
spokeswoman Carol John¬ 
son said the memorial will 
be returned to the condi¬ 
tion it was in before the 
vandalism. She said the 
work was going well by 
late Friday. 

“It is not permanent dam¬ 
age," she said. “Our histor¬ 
ic preservation crew knows 
exactly what they need to 
do.” 

The memorial, one of the 
most popular sites on the 
National Mall, was dedi¬ 
cated in 1922 to President 
Abraham Lincoln. The 
building was designed by 
Henry Bacon, and Daniel 
French sculpted the statue 
of Lincoln. It sits at the op¬ 
posite end of the Nation¬ 
al Mall from the Capitol, 
facing the monument to 
George Washington. 

The memorial has served 
as a symbol of equality 
and reunification after the 
Civil War. It was the site of 
the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr.’s March on Washington, 
along with other historic 
moments. □ 
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San Diego mayor to get therapy amid scandal

SAN DIEGO (AP) — The 
mayor of San Diego an¬ 
nounced Friday he will un¬ 
dergo therapy after sever¬ 
al women accused him of 
sexual harassment, apolo¬ 
gizing for his conduct but 
resisting widespread calls 
for his resignation, including 
from his own Democratic 
Party. 

Bob Filner, a former con¬ 
gressman and the U.S. bor¬ 
der city's first Democratic 
mayor in 20 years, apolo¬ 
gized to voters, his staff and 
the women he allegedly 
harassed, including some 
who accused him of kiss¬ 
ing, groping and placing 
them in headlocks. 

“Words alone are not 
enough,” Filner said at a 
nationally televised news 
conference. “I am respon¬ 
sible for my conduct and I 
must take responsibility for 
my conduct so that such 
conduct does not ever 
happen again.” 

It was the second time this 
month that a sex scandal 
has ensnared a high-pro¬ 
file U.S. politician. In New 
York, mayoral candidate 
Anthony Weiner admitted 
this week that he contin¬ 
ued exchanging sexually 
explicit messages with at 
least three women even af¬ 
ter similar behavior forced 
his resignation from Con¬ 
gress in 2011. Weiner, also 
a Democrat, has shrugged 
off calls to drop out of the 
mayoral race. 

Fillner's problems began 
two weeks ago when a 
former councilwoman and 
onetime supporter of the 
mayor called on him to 
step down, saying she had 
credible evidence that he 
harassed women. 

On Monday, his communi¬ 
cations director from Janu¬ 
ary to June, Irene McCor¬ 
mack Jackson, filed a law¬ 


suit claiming that he asked 
her to work without panties, 
demanded kisses, told her 
he wanted to see her na¬ 
ked and dragged her in a 
headlock while whispering 
in her ear. 

Up to seven women have 
accused him of sexual 
harassment, including a 
retired Navy rear admiral 
and a dean at San Diego 
State University. 

The chairwoman of the 
Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee called on Filner to 
resign as did leaders of 
the San Diego Democratic 
party, plunging the nation's 
eighth-largest city, which 
sits across from Tijuana, 
Mexico, into political tur¬ 
moil. 

Filner, who is 70 and di¬ 
vorced, instead said he will 
receive twice-a-day brief¬ 
ings about city operations 
while taking part in what 
he described as “intensive 
therapy” beginning Aug. 
5. Fie said more counseling 
would follow. 

Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee Chairwoman Deb¬ 
bie Wasserman called 
Filner’s alleged behavior 
“reprehensible and inde¬ 
fensible" and urged him to 
step down. 

Several people who have 
called on Filner to resign 
said his plan for therapy 
was inadequate. 

“Two weeks of therapy may 
help Bob Filner with his per¬ 
sonal problems, but it does 
not help to address the 
needs of San Diego," said 
Laura Fink, a political con¬ 
sultant who alleges that 
Filner patted her buttocks 
at a 2005 fundraiser when 
she was deputy campaign 
manager for the then-con¬ 
gressman. 

Kevin Faulconer, a Repub¬ 
lican city councilman, said 
Filner’s “bad behavior” will 
not end after two weeks of 
therapy .□

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US FDA proposes rules for safer imported foods

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion proposed new steps 
Friday to ensure that fresh 
produce, cheeses and oth¬ 
er foods imported into the 
United States are safe. 

The proposed rules, re¬ 
quired by a sweeping food 
safety law passed by Con¬ 
gress 2 1/2 years ago, are 
meant to establish better 
checks on what long has 
been a scattershot effort to 
guard against unsafe food 
imported from more than 
150 countries. Only around 
2 percent of that food is 
inspected by the govern¬ 
ment at ports and borders. 
About 15 percent of the 
food Americans eat is im¬ 
ported, including about 
50 percent of fruits and 20 
percent of vegetables. An 
estimated 3,000 people die 
from food-related illnesses 
every year. 

FDA Commissioner Marga¬ 
ret Hamburg said the new 
rules could help prevent 
outbreaks like 153 recent 
Hepatitis A illnesses that 
were linked to a frozen 
berry mix sold at Costco, 
a leading discount chain. 


That outbreak, which hit 
nine states, was linked to 
frozen pomegranate seeds 
from Turkey.

cheese last year that killed 
four people.

Canadian beef farmers fight US meat label rules 


WASHINGTON/CALGARY, 
Alberta (AP) — An organi¬ 
zation that represents Ca¬ 
nadian beef farmers said 
Friday it is seeking an in¬ 
junction while a court in the 
U.S. hears its case against 
country of origin meat la¬ 
beling. 

The Canadian Cattlemen’s 
Association said it is part of 
a coalition that has asked 
the U.S. District Court in 
Washington to delay the 
policy to be implemented 
in November. 

The policy would require la¬ 
bels on meat products sold 
in the United States to con¬ 


tain detailed information 
about where the products 
come from. 

The lawsuit claims that the 
rule would violate the U.S. 
Agriculture Marketing Act 
and is arbitrary. 

The coalition that filed the 
injunction argues the pol¬ 
icy would cause irrepara¬ 
ble harm to the U.S. meat 
and livestock industry by 
increasing costs and mak¬ 
ing it more difficult for U.S. 
companies to buy Cana¬ 
dian products. 

Plaintiffs in the lawsuit also 
include the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Meat Processors, 


American Meat Institute, 
Canadian Pork Council, 
National Cattlemen's Beef 
Association, National Pork 
Producers Council, North 
American Meat Associa¬ 
tion and Southwest Meat 
Association. 

In 2009, the U.S. issued the 
requirement that retail out¬ 
lets put country of origin 
labels on meat and other 
products in an effort to give 
U.S. consumers more infor¬ 
mation about their food. 

A World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion ruling on meat labeling 
found the U.S. system dis¬ 
criminates against foreign 


livestock. 

The U.S. announced earlier 
this year that it wants to re¬ 
quire even more detail on 
the origins of beef, pork 
and chicken sold in gro¬ 
cery stores. 

Labels would include such 
information as “born, raised 
and slaughtered in the Unit¬ 
ed States.” 

Cuts of meat from other 
countries could carry labels 
such as “born in Canada, 
raised and slaughtered in 
the United States.” 

The Canadian Pork Council 
estimates the existing label¬ 
ing rule has already cost 


Canada about $97 million 
(CA$1 billion) annually in 
beef and pork exports. 

Last month, the Canadian 
government released a list 
of pofential U.S. agricultural 
products to which Cana¬ 
da could apply retaliatory 
tariffs. They include cattle, 
pigs, beef, pork, some fruits 
and vegetables and choc¬ 
olate. 

Agriculture Minister Gerry 
Ritz said that while Canadi¬ 
ans could see higher prices 
as a result, the U.S. will lose

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Signs finally point to end of Europe recession

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 
— After a year and a half 
of recession, Europe's bat¬ 
tered economy could final¬ 
ly be showing signs of life. 
It’s not the kind of recovery 
that calls for a big celebra¬ 
tion. Any upswing will be a 
slow and arduous climb — 
up a slope strewn with high 


unemployment and scarce 
credit for businesses. 

But signs of improvement 
are there. On Thursday, a 
German index of business 
confidence rose for the 
third month in a row. Mean¬ 
while, surveys of purchasing 
managers in the euro area 
indicate manufacturing 
activity edged back into 
growth territory in July for 
the first time in 18 months. 
And there are other indica¬ 
tions that Europe has bot¬ 
tomed out. 

Germany’s central bank, 
the Bundesbank, says the 
country's economy — Eu¬ 


rope's biggest — expand¬ 
ed “strongly" in the April- 
June period. Automaker 
Daimler AG says it expects 
to see the continent’s sag¬ 
ging car market start to re¬ 
cover toward the end of 
the year. In the No. 2 euro 
economy, France’s Insee 
index of consumer con¬ 
fidence ticked up in July 
to 82 from 79 the month 


before. News like this has 
raised hopes that econom¬ 
ic growth figures could be 
flat or slightly positive when 
they come out for the April- 
June period on Aug. 14. 
That would end a string of 
six straight quarters of con¬ 
traction in the 17 European 
Union countries that use 
the euro currency. 
“Contrary to widespread 
market perceptions, the 
eurozone recession ended 
when the snow melted last 
Easter,” Berenberg Bank 
chief economist Holger 
Schmieding wrote in a note 
Thursday. He is forecast¬ 


ing 0.2 percent growth for 
the second quarter and 
0.3 percent for the current, 
third, quarter. 

The eurozone is the sec¬ 
ond-largest economy after 
the United States, with 9.5 
trillion euros ($12.5 trillion) in 
economic output last year. 
It’s a major trading partner 
with the U.S., close neigh¬ 
bor Britain and with Asia. 


Losses in Europe have been 
a drag on otherwise stellar 
earnings for U.S. carmakers. 
Ford Motor Co. lost $348 
million there in the second 
quarter and General Mo¬ 
tors lost 110 million euros 
— high but still smaller than 
earlier quarters. 

An improvement can't 
come fast enough for the 
auto industry. Even low 
unemployment of only 5.3 
percent of hasn’t moved 
Germans to buy new cars. 
Sales fell 8.1 percent over 
the first six months of the 
year. 

What's needed is a bet¬ 


ter consumer mood that 
can outweigh negative 
headlines and fears about 
the future, says Fritz Kuck- 
artz, who runs his family’s 
60-year-old Renault dealer¬ 
ship in Aachen. 

“Purchase decisions don’t 
just depend on the unem¬ 
ployment number,” Kuck- 
artz said. “It depends on 
the person’s situation and 
the entire political and 
news media environment. 
The key factors in our ex¬ 
perience are disposable 
income and the general 
outlook for the future. “ 
Manufacturers have cut 
their prices “and the cus¬ 
tomers still can't decide. “ 
Only a “better fundamen¬ 
tal mood” can outweigh 
negative headlines and 
worries, he said. 

The signs of stabilization 
come a year after Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank head 
Mario Draghi did much to 
halt the financial market 
crisis in Europe with a force¬ 
ful statement on July 26, 
2012 at a London investor 
conference that the bank 
would “do whatever it 
takes” to save the euro and 
that “believe me, it will be 
enough.” 

The bank followed with a 
plan to purchase unlimited 
amounts of government 
bonds issued by indebted 
governments. The aim was 
to drive down the borrow¬ 
ing costs that threatened 
Spain and Italy with finan¬ 
cial collapse. No bonds 
have been bought. But 
the mere prospect of cen¬ 
tral bank purchases sent 
interest costs lower. Yields 
on Spanish 10-year bonds 
have fallen to 4.65 percent 
from over 7 percent ahead 
of Draghi’s speech.

Syria troops 
advancing in 
city of Homs

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

Syrian government troops 
gained ground in clashes 
Friday in two rebel-held 
neighborhoods in the cen¬ 
tral city of Homs, edging 
closer to a historic mosque 
and closing in on opposi¬ 
tion fighters in the area, 
state television and ac¬ 
tivists said. The advance 
came amid a wide offen¬ 
sive by President Bashar 
Assad’s forces and as Syr¬ 
ia's Western-backed op¬ 
position group met for the 
first time with the U.N. Se¬ 
curity Council. With about 
1 million residents, Homs lies 
along a main artery linking 
the capital, Damascus, 
with regime strongholds on 
the Mediterranean coast 
to the west. Homs has 
played a key role in the 
country’s civil war, now in 
its third year, and the strug¬ 
gle for control of the city 
also has underscored the 
conflict’s increasingly sec¬ 
tarian undertones. 

Activists, who consider 
Homs “the capital of the 
revolution,” say the regime 
wants to capture the entire 
city to include it in a future 
Alawite state — stretching 
from Homs fo fhe coasf — 
where Assad could pos¬ 
sibly make his lasf sfand. 
Assad is a member of the 
Alawite sect, an offshoot of 
Shiife Islam, while most of 
the rebels fighting to top¬ 
ple his regime are Sunnis. 

In recent weeks, Assad’s 
troops have captured sev¬ 
eral nearby rebel-held ar¬ 
eas, including the towns of 
Qusair and Talkalkh near 
fhe border wifh Lebanon.

Libya activist 
killed in drive 
by shooting

TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — A 

leading Libyan lawyer and 
activist who was a vocal 
critic of the country’s Is¬ 
lamists was killed Friday in a 
drive-by shooting in the city 
of Benghazi, a security offi¬ 
cial said. 

Abdul-Salam al-Musmari 
was driving home after Fri¬ 
day prayers when a gray 
sedan intercepted his car 
and a gunman emerged, 
shooting him at close 
range, Benghazi security of¬ 
ficial Mohammed al-Hegazi 
said. 

Al-Hegazi said an inves¬ 
tigation into the motives 
behind the attack and 
who committed the killing 
is underway. Al-Musmari 
was a leading lawyer who 
headed the Feb. 17 Coali¬ 
tion, a group credited with 
launching the 2011 protests 
against the country’s long¬ 
time dictator Moammar 
Gadhafi. Al-Musmari pub¬ 
licly criticized the country's 
Muslim Brotherhood group, 
which wields significant po¬ 
litical and financial clout in 
post-Gadhafi politics. 

He also campaigned re¬ 
cently against a sweeping 
law that bans anyone who 
served as a senior official 
under Gadhafi from work¬ 
ing in government. The law 
was widely supported by 
many of Libya's militias who 
pushed for its passage, be¬ 
sieging government build¬ 
ings in a show of force.Q

Police announced they 


had arrested 52-year-old 
Francisco Jose Garzon 
Amo on suspicion of reck¬ 
less driving because the 
train hit the turn Wednes¬ 
day traveling far faster 
than its posted 80 kph (50 
mph) limit. The train's eight 
carriages packed with 
218 passengers tumbled 
off the tracks into a con¬ 
crete wall, and diesel fuel 
powering the engine sent 
flames coursing through 
some cabins. 

As the first funeral ceremo¬ 


nies began Friday night, 
authorities working from 
a sports arena-turned- 
morgue announced they 
had positively identified 75 
of the 78 people killed in 


the crash. 

They lowered the death toll 
from 80 after determining 
that some severed body 
parts had wrongly been 
attributed to different vic¬ 
tims. They said five of the 
dead came from Algeria, 
the Dominican Republic, 
Italy, Mexico and the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Adit, Spain's railway agen¬ 
cy, confirmed that a high- 
tech automatic braking 
program called the Euro¬ 
pean Rail Traffic Manage¬ 


ment System was installed 
on most of the high-speed 
track leading from Madrid 
north to Santiago de Com¬

If these are 
respected, an accident 
should not take place,” 
she said. “Whatever speed 
the train was traveling at, 
the driver knows before¬ 
hand what lies ahead. ... 
There’s no sudden change 
in which a driver finds out 
by surprise that he has to 
change speed.” 

Gonzalo Ferre, Adif's presi¬ 
dent, said the driver should 
have started slowing the 
train 4 kilometers (2.5 miles) 
before the dangerous 
bend, which comes imme¬ 
diately after the trains exit 
a tunnel. 

He said signs clearly 
marked this point when the 
driver must begin to slow 
“because as soon as he 
exits the tunnel he needs 
to be traveling at 80 kilo¬

Cuba marks 60th anniversary of revolution’s start

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba cel¬ 
ebrated the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of the onset of its revo¬ 
lution Friday, with the aging 
Communist leader who 
took part in the initial failed 
uprising vowing to focus 
the future on younger gen¬ 
erations that have been 
slow to come to power. 
Wearing an olive-green mil¬ 
itary uniform and a broad- 
brimmed hat against the 
sun, President Raul Castro 
spoke to a crowd of thou¬ 
sands outside a military 
barracks still visibly pock¬ 
marked with bullet holes 
from the 1953 assault that is 
considered the beginning 
of the rebellion. 

Castro was just 22 when he 
followed his older brother 
Fidel’s lead in a seeming¬ 
ly suicidal attack on the 
Moncada barracks in the 
eastern city of Santiago, 
along with more than 100 
other mostly youthful rebels 
opposed to strongman Ful- 
gencio Batista. 

“The years have passed, 
but this continues to be a 
revolution of young peo¬ 
ple, as we were on July 26, 
1953,” Castro said. 

The Moncada raid was 
a disaster for the rebels, 
and many of them were 
tortured and killed. But it 
helped make Fidel Cas¬ 
tro the focus of opposi¬ 
tion to Batista, whom he 
overthrew six years later 
after surviving prison and 
exile, transforming him into 
a hero for revolutionaries 
around the globe. 

Yet the youthful insurgents 
of 1953 and 1959, many of 
them now in their 80s, still 
hold key positions of power 
in Cuba. 

While Raul Castro has led a 
series of economic and po¬ 


litical reforms, young lead¬ 
ers are just now beginning 
to emerge. 

Earlier this year, 53-year- 
old Miguel Diaz-Canel was 
named vice president and 
became the first person not 
of the revolutionary gener¬ 
ation to hold the No. 2 spot. 


“The historic generation is 
giving way to the new sap¬ 
lings with tranquility and se¬ 
rene confidence, based on 
(their) demonstrated prep¬ 
aration and capacity for 
maintaining the revolution 
and socialism,” Castro said. 
At Friday’s ceremony, a gi¬ 
ant banner hanging from 
the barracks with an image 
of Fidel Castro raising a tri¬ 
umphant fist was the only 
sign of fhe retired leader. 


A near-fatal intestinal ill¬ 
ness forced him from of¬ 
fice seven years ago, and 
he rarely appears in public 
these days. 

In speeches, allied leaders 
recalled Moncada as an 
act that inspired rebellion, 
both armed and political. 


across the Americas in the 
decades that followed. 
“The history of Lafin Ameri¬ 
ca can best be understood 
if we mark a before and 
an after the assault on the 
Moncada barracks,” said 
Ecuadorean Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Ricardo Patino. 
“Fundamentally this was 
a revolution of dignity, of 
self-esfeem for Latin Ameri¬ 
cans," said Uruguayan 
President Jose Mujica, 


who joined an armed left¬ 
ist guerrilla group in his own 
country in the 1960s and 
was imprisoned for more 
than a decade. “It seeded 
us with dreams, it filled us 
wifh (fhe spirif of Don) Quix¬ 
ote." 

The July 26 holiday is some¬ 


times used to make major 
announcements or ad¬ 
dress current affairs, but 
Castro hardly strayed from 
fhe past tense in a speech 
almost entirely focused on 
history. 

He did not mention a ship¬ 
ment of Cuban weaponry 
recently seized in Panama 
on its way to North Korea. 
Nor did he address the 
ongoing saga of National 
Security Agency leaker 


Edward Snowden and his 
quest for asylum beyond 
the reach of U.S. law en¬ 
forcement. 

And there was no new 
word about the future of 
Castro's reforms, which 
have seen changes such 
as the legalization of home 


and car sales, relaxed re¬ 
strictions on foreign travel 
and limited openings for in¬ 
dependent small business¬ 
es and cooperatives. 

One of the Cuban govern¬ 
ment’s most outspoken crit¬ 
ics, dissident blogger Yoani 
Sanchez, was unimpressed. 
“A nation cannot be rep¬ 
resented and led by men 
who have more memories 
than projects," Sanchez 
tweeted. □

Earlier this month, Gay re¬ 
vealed he had tested posi¬ 
tive in an out-of-competi- 
tion test he took May 16. 
Three people familiar with 
the case told the AP that 
Gay had multiple posi¬ 
tives this year. One of those 
people said one positive 
came at nationals and the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
has notified him of that re¬ 
sult. 

The people did not want 
their names used because 
the doping case against 
Gay is ongoing and the 
details have not been 
made public. 

Gay's representatives did 
not immediately respond 
to attempts by the AP to 
reach them. 

Gay has already surren¬ 
dered his spot at next 
month’s world champion¬ 
ships. If a positive test from 
nationals is confirmed by 
his “B” sample, those re¬ 
sults would be vacated.

A first-time offense for dop¬ 
ing usually brings with it a 
two-year ban, though ath¬ 


letes who cooperate with 
USADA sometimes get re¬ 
duced penalties. 

One person familiar with 
the case told AP the mul¬ 
tiple positives over a short 
period of time are a sign 
of an athlete who wasn’t 
trying to hide anything, but 
simply didn't know he was 
taking a banned drug.

“I don’t have a sabotage 
story. I don't have any lies. 
I don't have anything to 
say to make this seem like 
it was a mistake or it was on 
USADA's hands, someone 
playing games," he said. 
“I don’t have any of those 
stories. I basically put my 
trust in someone and I was 
let down.” 

Since news of his positive, 
media reports have linked 
Gay to Clayton Gibson, an 
anti-aging doctor based in 
Atlanta. In an email sent to 
AP, Gibson would not con¬ 
firm Gay was among his 
patients. 

Gay has been the most- 
watched U.S. male sprinter 
for the past several years 
and has long sold himself 
as a clean athlete. 

The 30-year-old, who won 
the world championship 


in the 100, 200 and 4x100 
relay in 2007, took part in 
USADA’s “My Victory” pro¬ 
gram — in which athletes 
volunteer for enhanced 
testing to prove they’re 
clean — and his results 
never raised red flags. 

Until, that is, the out-of- 
competition test in May. 
Results came back positive 
for a banned substance, 
the identity of which he 
has not been revealed. 

The latest news adds to a 
slew of negative head¬ 
lines for track. Asafa Pow¬ 
ell, the former 100-meter 
world record holder, has 
also tested positive, as has 
his Jamaican teammate, 
Sherone Simpson, a three¬ 
time Olympic medalist. 
Finally feeling healthy after 
years of nagging injuries, 
Gay was among those ex¬ 
pected to push Usain Bolt 
at worlds next month, but 
instead of racing in Mos¬ 
cow, he’ll be resolving his 
doping case.

LONDON (AP) — Usain Bolt 
returned to the site of his 
last Olympic triumph, win¬ 
ning the 100 meters at the 
Anniversary Games on Fri¬ 
day in his best time this sea¬ 
son after recovering from a 
slow start. 

The world’s fastest man 
failed to leave the blocks 
promptly but powered 
through the field at the Di¬ 
amond League meet. He 
finished in 9.85 seconds at 
the stadium where he won 
three gold medals at last 
year’s London Games. 

Bolt, who holds the world 
record in the 100 and 200, 
is looking to do even bet¬ 
ter at the athletics world 
championships in Moscow 
next month. 

“It (the start) was horrifying 
for me,” he said. “I think it is 
just race rust and I just need 


to get a few races in. The 
rounds in the world cham¬ 
pionships will help that 
and get my legs freer and 
a bit lighter. Hopefully the 
coach will figure out what I 
need to do to get me more 
explosive out of the blocks, 
I guess. 

“For the first time, I think, in 
a long while I was slightly 
nervous. Initially I was excit¬ 
ed to come out because I 
knew it was going to be a 
big crowd. But when I got 
out there and I saw that it 
was ram-packed and the 
energy was still like the 
Olympics, it was just won¬ 
derful, so I was slightly ner¬ 
vous but I loved the energy 
of the crowd. It was beau¬ 
tiful and I love competing 
here.” 

Michael Rodgers was sec¬ 
ond in 9.98. Nesta Carter 
of Jamaica took third, 0.01 
behind the American. Kim 


Collins of Saint Kitts and 
Nevis got off to a fantastic 
start but finished fourth. 

Bolt did a lap of honor be¬ 
fore the meet started and 
was driven round the track 
on a contraption resem¬ 
bling a rocket on wheels. 
With athletics reeling from 
a slew of doping headlines 
involving stars such as Tyson 
Gay and Asafa Powell, Bolt 
wants the focus to return to 
a happier narrative. 

“I try to assist the sport to 
do great things and to 
show the sport in a good 
light, and that is what I’m 
here for,” the Jamaican 
said. “You guys are here to 
tell people that Usain Bolt 
is needed for the sport or 
whatever, but I am just here 
to do my best and to prove 
to the world that it is pos¬ 
sible to run clean and train 
hard and be focused." 

The sfandouf performance 


of the night was by high 
jumper Bohdan Bonda¬ 
renko, who threatened the 
20-year world record set by 
Javier Sotomayor of Cuba. 
Despite failing at his only at¬ 
tempt to clear 2.43 meters, 
Bondarenko asked for the 
bar to be raised to 2.47 as 
he took aim at Sotomayor’s 
mark of 2.45. 

The Ukrainian failed twice 


but still won the competi¬ 
tion with a leap of 2.38. Erik 
Kynard jumped 2.36 to fin¬ 
ish second, with Mutaz Essa 
Barshim next at 2.24.

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Review: Nexus 7 good value, even with higher price

NEW YORK (AP) — When 
it comes to technology, 
we’ve been trained to ex¬ 
pect more for less. Devices 
get more powerful each 
year, while prices stay the 
same or drop. With the new 
Nexus 7 tablet, Google 
hopes we’re willing to pay 
more for more. 

The new tablet comes with 
a $30 price increase over 
last year’s model. At $229 
for the base model, it is still 
a bargain — and 30 per¬ 
cent cheaper than Apple’s 
$329 iPad Mini. The display 
is sharper and the sound is 
richer than the old model. 
There's now a rear cam¬ 
era for taking snapshots. 
The new Nexus 7 is the first 
device to ship with Android 
4.3, which lets you create 
profiles to limit what your 
kids can do on your tablet 
when you're not around. 
Amazon.com Inc.’s $199 
Kindle Fire HD is cheaper, 
but it doesn't give you full 
access to the growing li¬ 
brary of Android apps for 
playing games, check¬ 
ing the weather, tracking 
flights, reading the news 
and more. The Nexus 7 
does. 

It’s a fine complement to 
your smartphone if it’s run¬ 
ning Google’s Android, 
the dominant operating 
system on phones these 
days — even as Apple 
commands the market 
for tablet computers with 
its full-size iPad and iPad 
Mini. Unless you tell it not 


to, apps you use on the 
phone will automatically 
appear on the Nexus 7, so 
you can switch from de¬ 
vice to device seamlessly. 
When you are signed in, 
bookmarks will also trans¬ 
fer over Google's Chrome 
Web browser, as will fa¬ 
vorite places on Google 
Maps. 

If you were already looking 
at last year's Nexus 7 mod¬ 
el, then go ahead and pay 
$30 more for the latest. 
Although screen dimen¬ 
sions are identical, the new 
Nexus 7 has a higher pixel 
density, at 323 pixels per 
inch compared with 216 
on the old model. 

Sound is much better with 
speakers on the left and 
the right side of the tablet, 
held horizontally. Although 
they are technically back 
facing, the speakers are 
placed along a curved 
edge in such a way that 
sound seems to project 
outward and not away 
from you. 

The new Nexus 7 also feels 
more comfortable. It's 
17 percent thinner and 5 
percent narrower. The old 
model was a tad too wide 
to grip comfortably. 

The new Nexus ships with 
a camera app, something 
last year’s model didn’t re¬ 
ally need because it had 
only a front-facing cam¬ 
era, for videoconferenc¬ 
ing. With the new rear, 
5-megapixel camera, you 
can take photos and vid¬ 
eo of what’s in front of you. 
As for the restricted profiles 


that come with Android 4.3, 
it’s a good idea, though 
it still has kinks. When you 
set up a profile for your kid, 
you pick which apps to en¬ 
able. Don't want your kid 
to be surfing the Web un¬ 
restricted? Then keep the 
Chrome browser disabled. 
Don’t want him or her on 
Facebook? Keep that app 
disabled, too. The app 
store is also disabled. If you 
do allow access to a par¬ 
ticular app, though, then 
it’s full access. There’s no 
filtering to block porn and 
other questionable mate¬ 
rial, for instance. 

And although the new 
tablet is the first to ship with 
Android 4.3, it's available 
to download on other de¬ 
vices, including last year's 
Nexus 7. 

What the new tablet does 
offer is the promise of a lon¬ 
ger battery life — up to 10 
hours for Web surfing and 
nine hours for video stream¬ 
ing. Last year's model was 
rated at eight hours. 
There's no question the 
new model is better and 
worth the price increase. 
Choosing between the 
new Nexus 7 and the iPad 
Mini is tougher. 

If you already have an 
iPhone, the iPad Mini will 
be a nice complement. 
You won’t have to buy mu¬ 
sic, video and apps twice, 
for instance. You might 
want to wait until this fall, 
though, to see whether 
Apple comes out with a 
new model. 

It’s a tougher call if you 


have an Android phone. 

By volume, the two systems 
have a comparable num¬ 
ber of apps. But I’ve found 
that many larger app de¬ 
velopers have made ver¬ 
sions only for the iPhone 
and the iPad. 

Android is good in that 
many apps designed for a 
phone’s smaller screen are 
automatically adapted to 
take advantage of a tab¬ 
let's larger screen. On the 
iPad, apps that aren’t op¬ 
timized for it are squeezed 
into a smaller window the 
size of an iPhone. Blow it up 
to full screen, and it looks 
distorted. But that’s not as 
glaring on the Mini as it is 
on the full-size iPad. And 
having apps automati¬ 
cally change their layout 
isn't the same as designing 
them for the tablet from 
scratch, as is the case with 
the hundreds of thousands 
of apps optimized for the 
iPad. The Nexus 7’s screen 
is much sharper than that 
on the iPad Mini, which 


has the non-HD display 
technology of the iPad 2 
from 2011 — ancient in the 
world of mobile gadgets. 
The Nexus 7 is also a tad 
lighter, by 6 percent. 

That said, the iPad Mini has 
a larger screen, measur¬ 
ing 7.9 inches diagonally 
compared with 7 inches 
on the Nexus. And the iPad 
Mini has had a rear cam¬ 
era from the start. The iPad 
Mini also has Siri, a voice 
assistant that is feistier than 
Google Now on the Nexus. 
If you prefer Google Now 
for its ability to give you 
information you need to 
know without even asking, 
you can download it on 
the Mini. You can’t get Siri 
on the Nexus. 

If you do get the Nexus 7, it 
supports wireless charging, 
so you can get rid of the 
messy wiring. The device 
comes only with a stan¬ 
dard microUSB charger to 
plug in, so you’ll have to 
buy a Qi-compatible wire¬ 
less charger yourself.Q

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- The People’s Bank of China lifted restrictions on 
commercial interest rates. Lenders have been left 
free to set the price of credit for the first time. By 
removing the floor on rates, previously set at 70 
percent of the central bank’s benchmark interest 
rate, officials hope to increase competition among 
banks and spur lending to private companies. 

- The G20 endorsed a roadmap for reforming the 
current patchwork of cross-border tax rules and 
treaties.The 15 proposals, drawn up by the Orga¬ 
nization for Economic Cooperation and Devel¬ 
opment, a group of rich countries, should make 
it harder for companies to exploit the existing sys¬ 
tem’s many loopholes. 

- The Securities and Exchange Commission 
charged Steven Cohen in a probe centered on 
his hedge fund, S.A.C. Capital. The S.E.C. did not 
directly accuse Cohen of insider trading, but filed 
a civil suit against him for failing "reasonably to su¬ 
pervise" two underlings, who now await criminal 
trial on those charges. S.A.C. vowed to fight the 
charge. 

- A federal appeals court upheld a 2012 verdict by 
a Texas jury that invalidated two patents covering 
some of the Internet’s basic interactive features. 
This put an end to a protracted legal battle which 
pitted a clutch of big Web firms, including Ama¬ 
zon and Google, against the patents’ owner, Eo- 
las Technologies, which was seeking damages of 
at least $600 million. 

- Yahoo said that it will buy back 40 million shares, 
valued at $1.2 billion, from Third Point, a hedge 
fund headed by Daniel Loeb. Shares in the Inter¬ 
net giant have almost doubled in value since the 
activist investor helped to boot out Scott Thomp¬ 
son and install Marissa Mayer as CEO a year ago. 
Third Point will keep a stake of less than 2 percent 
in Yahoo, worth around $500 million, but Loeb and 
two directors he nominated will leave the board. 

- Michael Dell raised his offer for the computer- 
maker he founded by 10 cents, to $13.75 a share. 
A vote by Dell shareholders on whether to accept 
the buyout bid from Dell and the private-equity 
firm Silver Lake Partners, currently valued at $24.4 
billion, was postponed for the second time. 

- Apple made a profit of $6.9 billion in the second 
quarter. That was down from $8.8 billion last year, 
but higher than many analysts had expected, 
thanks to soaring demand for iPhones. The gad¬ 
get maker shipped 31.2 million smartphones in the 
three months to June, 5.2 million more than a year 
ago. Sales of its tablet computers, though, were 
disappointing: Only 14.6 million iPads were sold 
between April and June, down from 17 million last 
year. 

- Easyjet flew 16.4 million passengers in the three 
months to June, up 2.6 percent from last year.

Toyota top-selling 
automaker despite 
China sales slump

TOKYO (AP) — Toyota 
shrugged off China sales 
woes to stay the world’s 
top selling automaker for 
the first half of this year, 
outpacing U.S. rival Gener¬ 
al Motors Co., which boast¬ 
ed such bragging rights for 
seven decades until 2008. 
Toyota Motor Corp. sold 
4.91 million cars and trucks 
around the world for the 
January-June period, 
down 1.2 percent from the 
previous year, according 
to numbers it released Fri¬ 
day. 

GM said earlier this month 
it sold 4.85 million vehicles 
worldwide in the six months, 
growing almost 4 percent 
as it gained U.S. sales faster 
than Toyota. For the sec¬ 
ond quarter alone, GM 
had a slight edge, outsell¬ 
ing Toyota by about 10,000 
vehicles. 

GM was the top-selling 
automaker for seven de¬ 
cades before losing that 
title to the Japanese auto¬ 
maker in 2008. GM retook 
the spot in 2011, when Toy¬ 
ota’s plants were slowed 
by an earthquake and 
tsunami in northeastern Ja¬ 
pan that wiped out parts 
suppliers. 

Toyota has since recov¬ 
ered and was at the top 
again last year even as 
sales in China were hurt by 
anti-Japanese sentiment 
that flared over a territo¬ 
rial dispute, setting off boy¬ 
cotts and riots. The deep 
sales slump that started in 
the second half of last year 
has waned in the past few 
months and Japanese au¬ 
tomakers might be poised 
to start growing again 
in China. Toyota stayed 
ahead of GM in the first 
half of 2013 because of 
solid sales in other regions. 
The maker of the Prius hy¬ 
brid and Camry sedan also 
did better than expected 
in Japan, where the auto 
market has been stagnant 
for years. Volkswagen AG 
of Germany, which in¬ 
cludes in its group Audi, 
Porsche and other brands, 
trailed Toyota and GM in 
the global race, selling 4.7 
million vehicles during the 
first half of this year.Q

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Team examining Gulf shipwreck finds 2 other wrecks

GALVESTON, Texas (AP) 

— Marine archaeologists 
made a thrilling discovery 
this week while examining 
a well-preserved shipwreck 
deep in the Gulf of Mexico 

— fwo ofher sunken vessels 
that likely went down with 
it during an early 19th cen¬ 
tury storm. 

Much isn’t known about 
the ships, including the 
flag or flags they sailed 
under and the year they 
sank about 170 miles (273 
kilometers) southeast of 
Galveston. They came 
to rest 4,360 feet (1,300 
meters), or nearly three- 
quarters of a mile, below 
the surface, making them 
the deepest Gulf or North 
American shipwrecks to 
have been systematically 
investigated by archaeol¬ 
ogists, the researchers said. 
“What you're going to see 
and hear I hope will blow 
your mind. Because it has 
ours,” lead investigator Fritz 
Hanselmann told reporters 
at a Thursday news confer¬ 
ence in which the team re¬ 
vealed its initial findings. 
“We went out with a lot 
of questions and we re¬ 
turned with even more. 
The big question we're all 
asking is: What is the ship¬ 
wreck? And the answer is 
we still don’t know,” said 
Hanselmann, a researcher 
from Texas State University 
in San Marcos’ Meadows 
Center for Water and the 
Environment. 

During eight days of explo¬ 
ration that ended Wednes¬ 
day, the scientists used re¬ 
mote-controlled machines 
to recover more than 60 
artifacts from the initial 
shipwreck site, including 
musket parts, ceramic 
cups and dishes, liquor 
bottles, clothing and even 
a toothbrush. The artifacts, 
including china from Brit¬ 
ain, ceramics from Mexico 


and at least one musket 
from Canada, will help re¬ 
searchers determine the 
ships' histories, Hansel¬ 
mann said. 

“Nationalities, cultures, all 
collide in these shipwrecks. 
We hope to return in the 


future next year with more 
work," he said. 

Although they weren't al¬ 
lowed to retrieve artifacts 
from the two new sites 
under the terms of their 
agreement to examine the 
initial one, the researchers 
took thousands of photos 
and closely examined the 
wreckage of all three ships, 
which came to rest within 
five miles (8 kilometers) of 


one another. 

Two of the ships were car¬ 
rying similar items, and 
researchers believe they 
may have been privateers, 
or armed ships that govern¬ 
ments would hire, Hansel¬ 
mann said. The third vessel 


was loaded with hides and 
large bricks of tallow, sug¬ 
gesting that it may have 
been a prize seized by the 
privateers. The artifacts are 
headed for preservation 
work at a Texas A&M Uni¬ 
versity research facility. 

“For now, there's lot of 
conjecture, lots of hypoth¬ 
eses,” said Jim Delgado, 
the director of the Maritime 
Heritage Program for the 
National Oceanic and At¬ 
mospheric Administration. 
“We may have answered 
some questions, but we 
have a large number of 
new questions. But that's 
archaeology.” 

Delgado said the ships like¬ 
ly went down during the 
first two decades of the 
1800s, which was a time 
of great upheaval in the 


Gulf region and in the New 
World, in general. 

“Empires were falling, 
Spain was losing its grip, 
France was selling what 
it has, Mexico becomes 
independent, Texas inde¬ 
pendent, Latin America 
becomes independent 
and the U.S. is beginning 
to make a foothold in the 
Gulf,” he said. “So these 
wrecks are all tied to that, 
we are sure.” It’s likely 
each ship was carrying 50 
to 60 men and that none 
of them survived. Among 
the wreckage were tele¬ 
scopes and other naviga¬ 
tional tools that survivors 
likely wouldn't have left 


behind if they could have 
helped it, the research¬ 
ers said. Delgado said the 
ship the team set out to 
examine was armed with 
six cannons and may have 
had two masts. Undersea 
images show the outline 
of a copper-clad, 84-foot 
(25-meter)-long by 26-foot 


(8-meter)-wide wooden 
hull. 

A Shell Oil Co. survey crew 
notified federal Interior De¬ 
partment officials in 2011 
that its sonar had detect¬ 
ed something resembling a 
shipwreck. It also detected 
some other material. 

“Like a medical ultrasound, 
interpreting can be diffi¬ 
cult,” said Jack Irion, of the 
federal Bureau of Ocean 
Energy Management. “This 
case is the same way. You 
can't tell if it’s an historic 
shipwreck or just a pile of 
stuff." 

A year later, a National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration vessel ex¬ 
amining seafloor habitat 
and naturally occurring 
gas seepage used a re¬ 
mote-controlled vehicle to 
briefly examine the wreck. 
Besides determining the 
ship’s dimensions, the ex¬ 
amination showed it to be 
undisturbed and likely from 
the early 19th century. 

That ship has been 
dubbed the “Monterrey 
Shipwreck,” adopting the 
name Shell had proposed 
for its development site. 
Researchers have exam¬ 
ined several other histori¬ 
cally significant Gulf ship¬ 
wrecks in recent years. 

In 1995, after a more than 
decade-long hunt, Texas 
Historical Commission ar¬ 
chaeologists found one of 


famed French explorer La 
Salle's vessels in a coastal 
bay between Galveston 
and Corpus Christi. The re¬ 
mains of the LaBelle, which 
went down in a storm in 
1686, have been recov¬ 
ered and are undergoing 
an unusual freeze-drying 
treatment at Texas A&M. □

ing back to pay TV, where 
his fights were some of the 
biggest moneymakers in 
boxing history. 

Only this time the punches 
he’s throwing are verbal. 
The former heavyweight 
champion is teaming with 
director Spike Lee to bring 
Tyson’s one-man stage 
show to HBO later this year. 
The program was filmed on 
Broadway, where “Mike Ty¬ 
son: Undisputed Truth" ran 
last summer. 

Lee used 11 cameras to 
film the show that he de¬ 
scribed as part of Tyson’s 
legacy outside the ring.

“When 
you see this he's out there 
on this stage naked shar¬ 
ing his experience, his ups 
and downs to the audi¬ 
ence and it’s traumatic. It's 
the most courageous thing 
I’ve ever seen in my life. I 
couldn’t do it and most 
people couldn’t do it.” 
Tyson found walking on 
stage to do a live show sim¬ 
ilar to going into the ring, 
with similar energy among 
the Broadway and fight 
crowds. “I can't wait to get 
my hands on the guy like I 
can't wait to get on stage. 
Just like in a fight, I want¬ 
ed to kill everybody in the 
room, by my performance, 
of course,” he said, adding 
the biggest difference was 
“I don’t have to go to the 
hospital after I perform.” 
With Tyson waiting in the 
wings with his mic clipped 
on, Lee said, “We had to 


hold him back until he 
hears the bell ‘cause he’s 
ready to go.” 

Tyson’s wife, Kiki, wrote the 
script for the stage show. 


which toured the country 
earlier this year. Tyson said 
it reflects his life’s journey 
from Brooklyn street urchin 
to happily married father. 


“It's how I plan on living 
my life now in a produc¬ 
tive way,” he said. “This is 
all pretty much new to me

Irons jokes about father’s 
response to nude scenes

BOSTON - Even the loathsome 
Stephen Flemmi was loath to see 
a picture of the skull of Debbie 
Hussey. 

“I don’t want to see that,” the 
man who murdered for a living 
said, turning his head away from 
the macabre remains of a beau¬ 
ty he raised from the time she 
was a toddler as his own daugh¬ 
ter, then molested when she was 
a teenager, and then helped kill 
when she was 26. 

Jurors stared at the skull of Deb¬ 
bie, who grew up calling Flemmi 
“Daddy.” “Do you remember 
how many teeth you pulled out 
of your stepdaughter’s mouth?” 
Whitey Bulger’s tart defense law¬ 
yer, Hank Brennan, asked Flemmi, 
Whitey’s old partner in killing, rat¬ 
ting and womanizing who is now 
the star witness against Whitey. 
The 79-year-old Flemmi replied 
that he had been “in a semi- 
traumatic state” and on a “guilt 
trip” during the murder. Whitey 
nicknamed Stevie “Dr. Mengele,” 
because extracting identifying 
teeth was his specialty. 

The bodies have piled up in this 
trial, men, women and teenag¬ 
ers killed accidentally or venge- 
fully in the ‘70s and ‘80s, often 
for the flimsiest of reasons. There 
is even a new body, a man who 
was at one point scheduled to 
testify against Whitey who died 
here last week under suspicious 
circumstances. 

Yet, as Kevin Cullen, a Boston 
Globe columnist, told me, “Deb¬ 
bie Hussey might be the saddest 
case of all.” Cullen co-wrote the 
compelling chronicle of the Win¬ 
ter Hill gang, “Whitey Bulger.” 

“I think the most interesting thing 
about Whitey and Stevie was 
their obsession with women,” 
Cullen said. “They could never 
have enough of them. They kept 
very tangled domestic situations, 
with common-law wives and girl¬ 
friends on the side. Their domes¬ 
tic lives were more complicated 
than their criminal lives.” 

Indeed, the emotional core of 
this case concerns women. The 
federal government is wasting 
all this money proving what we 
already know, that Bulger, 83, is 
a misogynist and rat, because 
he is determined to beat back 
the contentions that he was an 
FBI informant and killed women 
- anathema to the Irish mobster 
code he supposedly lived by. 

The first woman was Debbie Da¬ 
vis, a sexy blond girlfriend of Flem¬ 
mi. Flemmi made the mistake of 
mentioning his FBI handler to her, 
but she had to pay for his slip. 

The second was Debbie Hussey. 
At 25, Flemmi moved in with Deb¬ 
bie’s 19-year-old mother, Marion. 
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They had three kids, and he raised 
Debbie as his own. When she was 
12, she saved Flemmi’s 9-year-old 
son from a riptide in Montauk. 
Flemmi started molesting Debbie 
in “her early teens,” according to 
the authors of “Whitey Bulger,” 
and, after that, she fell into using 
drugs and working in the Combat 
Zone, a red-light district. Whitey, a 
violent opponent of Boston bus¬ 
ing, and Stevie were furious that 
she had been bringing black 
men (described in court as “cli¬ 
ents”) to the family home for sex, 
Whitey told their protege, Kevin 
Weeks. 

“Is it hard for you to accept the 
fact that you strangled some¬ 
body who sat on your knee as a 
little girl?” Brennan asked a fum¬ 
ing Flemmi. 

You could see the thought 
bubble over Flemmi’s head: 
“Can I whack this guy now. Your 
Honor?” Brennan asked Flemmi 
about the unholy relationship 
with his “daughter.” 
“Stepdaughter,” Flemmi primly 
corrected. He asked Brennan 
why he couldn’t focus more on 
“the positive things,” like when he 
gave her money to go away. 
Asked by Brennan if he under¬ 
stood that his incestuous relation¬ 
ship was wrong, Flemmi replied, 
“Probably. Not really. No. Be¬ 
cause the fact of the matter was, 
she was a different person in my 
eyes” once she began her “dif¬ 
ferent lifestyle.” 

Flemmi contended there were 
only two instances of “consen¬ 
sual” oral sex once she turned 
17 (“17 and a half, almost 18”) 
but conceded it was “an indis¬ 
cretion.” He and Whitey prided 
themselves on being a cut above 
other wiseguys because they did 
not succumb to weaknesses like 
overdrinking and overeating - 
they once looked disdainfully at 
an FBI agent who kept refilling 
his glass with red wine. But Flem¬ 
mi admitted on the stand that 
he had shown “weakness” with 
Hussey. Then he tried to drag in 
Whitey, saying righteously: “He 
had a young girl, 16 years old, he 
took to Mexico. That’s a violation 
of the Mann Act.” (The Mann Act 
was the least of their problems.) 
Nodding toward Bulger later, he 
said, “You want to talk about pe¬ 
dophilia - right over there at that 
table.” 

Like Debbie Davis, Debbie Hussey 
had to pay. Once more, Flemmi 
noted sullenly that Whitey had 
“coerced” him. Without irony, 
Flemmi declaimed, “There’s nev¬ 
er any justification for murder,” 
adding that if Whitey had just 
said “four little letters p-a-s-s,” he 
would have been “so happy.” 
Flemmi took Debbie Hussey 
out shopping at the mall and 
then lured her to her death in a 
house that Whitey dubbed “The 
Haunty,” because of the bodies 
they had buried in the basement. 
Flemmi said Whitey choked the 
young woman - it didn’t take 
long because she was “very frag¬ 
ile” - and dragged her down the 
stairs in 1985, just as he had with 
Debbie Davis in 1981. 

“I’m not a doctor,” Flemmi said, 
“but she looked dead to me; she 
felt dead to me; she was dead.” 
He added, “Dead, period.” 
Nonetheless, he told Whitey to 
“Let her pray.” She was, after all, 
his little girl.Q

If you’re looking for any silver 
lining in what is happening in 
Egypt today, I suggest you go 
up 30,000 feet and look down. 
From that distance, the events 
in Egypt over the past two and 
a half years almost make sense. 
Egypt has actually had three 
revolutions since early 2011, 
and when you add them all 
up, you can discern a message 
about what a majority of Egyp¬ 
tians are seeking. 

The first revolution was the Egyp¬ 
tian people and the Egyptian 
military toppling President Hosni 
Mubarak and installing the for¬ 
mer defense minister, the aging 
Field Marshal Mohamed Hus¬ 
sein Tantawi, as the de facto 
head of state. Tantawi and his 
colleagues proved utterly in¬ 
competent in running the na¬ 
tion and were replaced, via a 
revolutionary election, by the 
Muslim Brotherhood’s party, led 
by President Mohammed Morsi. 
He quickly tried to consolidate 
power by decapitating the mili¬ 
tary and installing Brotherhood 
sympathizers in important posi¬ 
tions. His autocratic, noninclu- 
sive style and failed economic 
leadership frightened the Egyp¬ 
tian center, which teamed up 
last month with a new genera¬ 
tion of military officers for a third 
revolution to oust Morsi and the 
Brotherhood. 

To put it all in simpler terms: 
Egypt’s first revolution was to 
get rid of the dead hand, the 
second revolution was to get rid 
of the deadheads and the third 
revolution was to escape from 
the dead end. 

The first revolution happened 
because a large number of 
mostly non-Islamist Egyptian 


youths grew fed up with the 
suffocating dead hand of the 
Mubarak era - a hand so dead 
that way too many young Egyp¬ 
tians felt they were living in a 
rigged system, where they had 
no chance of realizing their full 
potential, under a leader with 
no vision. After some 30 years 
of Mubarak’s rule and some $30 
billion in American aid, roughly 
one-third of Egyptians still could 
not read or write. 

The generals who replaced 
Mubarak, though, were dead¬ 
heads not up to governing - so 
dead that many liberal Egyp¬ 
tians were ready to vote for the 
Muslim Brotherhood’s Morsi over 
a former Mubarak-era general 
in the June 2012 election. But 
Morsi proved more interested in 
consolidating the Brotherhood’s 
grip on government rather 
than governing himself, and he 
drove Egypt into a dead end - 
so dead that Egyptians took to 
the streets on June 30 and virtu¬ 
ally begged the military to oust 
Morsi. 

Add it all up and there is a mes¬ 
sage from the Egyptian major¬ 
ity: No more dead hands; we 
want a government that aspires 
to make Egypt the vanguard of 
the Arab world again. No more 
deadheads; we want a govern¬ 
ment that is run by competent 
people who can restore order 
and jobs. And no more dead 
ends; we want a government 
that will be inclusive and re¬ 
spect the fact that two-thirds of 
Egyptians are not Islamists and, 
though many are pious Muslims, 
they don’t want to live in any¬ 
thing close to a theocracy. 

It is difficult to exaggerate how 
much the economy and law 
and order had deteriorated 
under Morsi. So many Egyptians 
were feeling insecure that there 
was a run on police dogs! So 
many tour guides were out of 
work that tourists were warned 
to avoid the Pyramids because 
desperate camel drivers and 
postcard-sellers would swarm 
them. A poll this week by the 
Egyptian Center for Public 
Opinion Research found that 
71 percent of Egyptians were 
“unsympathetic with pro-Morsi 


protests.” 

Yes, it would have been much 
better had Morsi been voted 
out of office. But what is done 
is done. We need to make the 
best of it. The right thing for 
President Barack Obama to be 
doing now is not only to ignore 
calls for cutting off economic 
aid to Egypt - on grounds that 
the last revolution amounted 
to a military coup. We should 
be trying to get everyone in the 
world to help this new Egyptian 
government succeed. 

Not surprisingly, people are wor¬ 
ried that Egypt’s military could 
stay in power indefinitely. It’s a 
danger, but I am less worried 
about that. The Egyptian peo¬ 
ple have been empowered. 
A majority of Egyptians have 

- three times now since 2011 

- called a halt to their govern¬ 
ment’s going down the wrong 
path. 

I am worried about something 
else: Egyptians defining the right 
path and getting a majority to 
follow that path. That is an en¬ 
tirely different kind of challenge, 
and I am not sure Egypt can 
ever get to that level of con¬ 
sensus. But this government of¬ 
fers the best hope for that. It has 
good people in important posi¬ 
tions, like finance and foreign 
affairs. It is rightly focused on a 
fair constitution and sustainable 
economic reform. Its job will be 
much easier if the Muslim Broth¬ 
erhood can be reintegrated 
into politics, and its war with the 
military halted. But the Brother¬ 
hood also needs to accept that 
it messed up - badly - and that it 
needs to re-earn the trust of the 
people. 

This is no time for America to 
be punishing Egyptians or de¬ 
manding quick elections. Our 
job is to help the new govern¬ 
ment maximize the number of 
good economic decisions it 
makes, while steadily pressur¬ 
ing it to become more inclusive 
and making it possible for mul¬ 
tiple political parties to form. If 
that happens, Egypt will have 
a proper foundation to hold 
democratic elections again. If it 
doesn’t happen, no number of 
elections will save it.Q

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The cool waters off Jones 
Beach, N.Y., beckoned in 
the summer heat and a 
host of toned sunbathers 
all but demanded a fur¬ 
tive glance. But Manny Or¬ 
tiz fixated on a seemingly 
unremarkable patch of 
sand. Homing in. Hoping. 
Stooped with concentra¬ 
tion, Ortiz waved a metal 
detector in an ever-tight¬ 
ening arch, then plunged 
a sifter into the sand. A 
metallic clang rang out 
and he collected his prize. 
It could have been a dia¬ 
mond ring, a gold neck¬ 
lace or an ancient silver 
coin. Or not. 

“Stupid penny,” Ortiz said, 
tossing the coin back into 
the sand. 

False alarms and deflat¬ 
ed hopes are part of the 
game for the legions of 
treasure hunters who scour 
the region’s beaches with 
metal detectors search¬ 
ing for valuables dropped 
carelessly days earlier or 
left behind a hundred 
years before. But recent 
months have been par¬ 
ticularly frustrating. 

“It’s been dead,” said 
Ortiz, 62, a retired truck 
driver. “We're not finding 
anything.” 

The reason is Hurricane 
Sandy. The storm's mas¬ 
sive surge wiped clean 
entire beaches, stripping 
them of hundreds of tons 


of sand along with count¬ 
less troves. To rebuild, fresh 
sand has been brought in 
over the last nine months. 
But that, too, is bereft of 
booty. 

Normally beachcombers 
welcome sizable storms, 
which skim away layers of 
sand to reveal long-buried 
riches. They also sweep 
valuables into shore that 


were once too far out at 
sea to reach. 

Hurricane Sandy, though, 
came through like a gigan¬ 
tic backhoe and carried it 
all away. 

All this has dampened 
the mood for the region's 
beachcombers, who say 
they are sifting their way 
through the worst summer 
hunt in memory. 

At a gathering on Jones 
Beach this month, the 


members of the 40-year- 
old Atlantic Treasure Club 
ate watermelon slices and 
ice-cream sandwiches and 
commiserated. 

Perhaps the most exotic 
recent find was an un¬ 
opened condom packet 
buried in the sand, maybe 
evidence of the anticipa¬ 
tion of a shore-side tryst. 
(The foil wrapper set off the 


metal detector.) 

“I hope he didn’t get her 
pregnant,” the finder said 
with a chuckle. 

Others showed off old finds, 
including gold jewelry and 
silver coins dating to the 
Colonial period. Ortiz said 
he once found a copper 
coin emblazoned with the 
profile of King George III 
and dated 1773. 

Avid hunters will spend 
hours on the beach, their 


skin baking to deep or¬ 
anges, reds and browns 
save for a pale patch on 
the arm where the cuff of 
the detector is affixed. The 
detectors, which can cost 
more than $1,000, emit an 
electromagnetic beam 
and set off an audible sig¬ 
nal when metal is found. 
Some can locate items up 
to 18 inches in the sand. 
And about those treasures. 
Some of the scavengers on 
Jones Beach tend to be a 
bit coy about their finds, es¬ 
pecially the more valuable 
items. By law, anything 
worth more than $20 must 
be handed over to the 
park police, although not 
everyone does so. 

At one point during the 
gathering of the Atlantic 
Treasure Club, a thick gold 
bracelet made a momen¬ 
tary appearance, coming 
with bragging rights, before 
being stuffed back into a 
black felt bag emblazoned 
with a skull and crossbones. 
“There’s millions of dollars 
out here,” said a 36-year 
veteran sand scrounger 
named Brian, a tree sur¬ 
geon by day who like 
many would not give his full 
name. 

The idea that someone 
would wear, let alone lose, 
a valuable piece of jew¬ 
elry at the beach might 
seem hard to believe, but 
beachcombers said it hap¬ 
pened all the time. Almost 
everyone had stories of 


finding wedding rings and 
other precious heirlooms, 
sometimes at the desper¬ 
ate request of the owner. 
“People don’t realize not 
to wear their gold to the 
beach," said Steve Az- 
zopardi, 45, a retired New 
York City police officer 
turned treasure hunter, 
showing off a 14-karat- 
gold necklace. More often, 
though, the prowl for gold 
turns up trash like beer cans 
and foil wrappers, as well 
as more sinister refuse, like 
needles and syringes and 
even guns. Joanie Caldas, 
who has been on the hunt 
for three years and said 
she was “40-something,” 
said she deserved credit 
for removing trash from the 
beach. “You might want 
to write down that we do 
a community service,” she 
said. For those hoping for 
more precious discoveries, 
there is little to do now but 
watch and wait for the be- 
jeweled summer masses to 
restock the sands. 

Few think it will take long. 
“Young guys with big 
chains jump in the water 
and the chains come off,” 
Ortiz said. “Once you lost it 
out there, you're never go¬ 
ing to find it until we come 
along." 

“See that guy there with 
the big gold chain," he 
said, pointing out a young, 
well-built man whose jew¬ 
elry glinted in the sun. “Po¬ 
tential victim. "□
